Ashes 

When the now terms obtained 
through the friendly intervention of 
Lord Carnarvon became known this 
journal took the ponition that lngisla- 
tion (1) on the part of Columbia and 
(2) on the pan; of Canada would bo 
necessary to give force and effect 
thereto. The original terms wore in 
the nature of an Act of Parliament, 
and -we could not see .vory well how 
the new terms could take their place 
■without legislation. Besides, it ap- 
peared to us that Mr. Mackenzie 
could not very well ask Pnrliamont to 
vote the large sums necessary to im- 
plement the new terms while any rea- 
sonable doubt remained as to their ac- 
ceptance in lieu of the old by Colum- 
bia. In other words, the Dominion 
Parliament would naturally oxpect to 
be reasonably assured of release from 
the old bond before giving force and 
effect to the new. The local organ of 
the Provincial Government took a 
different view and preached the doc- 
trine of no legislation. Arriving at 
Ottawa, on tbn return trip, Mr. Wal- 
kem declared his determination nut 
to legislate. Mr. Mackenzie replied. 
"I think you are mistaken. It ap- 
pears to me you must legislate." Mr. 
Walkem in due time arrived here; 
and he proclaimed from the house- 
tops that there had been no relaxation 
of the original railway terms, that 
they remained intact, and, conse- 
quently, no legislation was necessary. 
This false and dangerous doctrine he 
and his obedient organs continued to 
preach. When the Legislature met 
h« and his colleagues officially pro- 
claimed it on the floor of the House, 
making the repeated and positive de- 
claration that no relaxutiou whatever 
had taken place, that the old terms 
remained intact. The sequeL: Mr. 
Mackenzie succeeded in carrying the 
Esquinialt-Nanaiojo Railway Bill (the 
■tipulatod price of relaxation} through 
the House of Commons; but ivo luve ex- 
cellent authority for stating that hail 
the official utterances of nur own Minis- 
ters on the subject been known at Ottawa 
before the Bill came up for its (second 
reading it would undoubtedly hnve been 
thrown out. There is reason to believe 
that if Mr. Mackenzie had been made 
aware of them he would have withdrawn 
the bdl The utterances icere known baton 
the Bill came up in the Senate; 
they were busily canvassed among*) 
members of both Homes. and 
there can bo no doubt what 
ever that tboy were the means of defeat 
ingr the Bill. Had our own .Ministers only 
adopted an hoQeHt.ntraightf mvanl I'ourse 
admitted (what un»t have bien apparent 
toevery rational mind) that relaxation 
ha.l taken place. anuouuo-'d in the S,je- cli 
from the Throne their intern ion to le^is 
late the new terms into the place of tin- 
old, and had they so legislated early in 
the Bession, there cannot be the slightest 
doubt that Canada would have readily 
done her part, however distasteful Lord 
Carnarvon's iaterveati >u may have boon. 
But it would probably be too tiitlob to 
expect our Ministers to do anything 
Straightforward. As it is, the result of 
thair crooked , tricky course is most dis- 
astrous to this section of the country. 
The fruit of all thu tedious and costly tie 
gotiations, so far as this yen- nt anv rate 
in concerned, has turned to unhes in their 
selfish gra-p. And the end is not yet! 
The full measure of mischief to Columbia 
who Bkall foretell?

The grounds and » r 
guments for disallowance presented by 
tho Minister of Justice aro in our pos- 
session, and wo may bo permitted to re- 
mark, generally, that they completely 
sustain tho position! taken against tbe 
measure by the Opposition in tho pro- 
vincial Legislature. They afford frf6h 
evideuoo of tho defectiveness of the A[- 
tomey-General's knowledge of consti 
tutional law.

— Tho latest report 
concerning Chiof Justice Begin? is that 
bo will be called to a Heat upon tho 
Bench of the Supreme Court of Canada, 
and that Mr. A. N. Richards will bo ap- 
pointed to tho Bench in British Colum- 
bia. 



Court of Assize and General 
Caol Delivery- 

(Defers Mr. Justice Gray.) 

Monday, April 26. 

The following gentlemen wero impan 
neled on tho Grand Jury. 

H. Gaston, G. J. Stuart, Chas. Red- 
forn, R. Plummer, P. McQuade, R. Har- 
vey, T. N. Hibben, T. Chadwick, D. 
Lenevue, A. Follows, J, II . Brodie, W. 
Dalby, A. Munro. D. Lenovue was 
chusen foroman. 

His honor iu addressing the Grand 
Jury remarked the Calendar was light, 
thoro being but two cases beforo the 
Court, one what was known as tho Sooko 
murder, in which an Indian had caused 
tho death of another Indian without ap- 
parent motive, but which seemed to havo 
arisen from tho effects of intoxicating 
drink. Tho other oaso was not of 
great magnitude, being an attempt to 
break into a house, and might be treated 
as larceny. The loaned Judge here 
brought under notice that the Canada 
Criminal common law was now in full 
forcointhis Province, which from its 
simplicity would savo much present 
troublesome reference, inasmuch as thero 
was concentrated in ono volume tho es- 
sentials of these various statutes. Rofor- 
onco wua then made to tho necossity of 
moro speedy administration of Justice by 
summary decision of the Magistrate, and 
that under new features of English treat- 
ment of crime, such degradation as the 
chain gang would not bo imposed for 
light offences. Tho learned Judge horo 
alluded to tho circumstauco that at the 
public schools the children while taught 
to road and writo and add up a sum, wero 
not sufficiently informed with salutary 
proper respect for the laws; looked for 
instance upon broaking into an orchard 
and stealing apples an a small offence and 
excusablo, becauso boys had dono so 
from tho days of Adam, overlooking tho 
fact that Adam iu taking an apple had 
been guilty of a grave offence. Having 
travelled uvor almost all parti of the 
Province ho would say in no country was 
thero found a hotter bohaving and law 
abiding peoplo than those of British Co- 
lumbia. The learned Judge said that 
criminals on leaving prison should not 
go forth to tho world without funds, but 
temporary aid should bo given. In con- 
clusion commont at considerable longlh 
was made upon the gravo offence of giv- 
ing intoxicating liquor to Indians, and 
that in tho ovent of sorious crime being 
committed in consequence, those who 
supplied tho Indians were accessory to 
the fact and wore morally and legally 
criminal. 

The Grand Jury then retirod and on 
returning to the Court found truo bills 
against: 

Baptiste Toma, a half-breed Indian in- 
dioted for the murder of ono Mao Colo, 
an Indian. 

Wm. Beke, indicted for larceny. 

Baptiste Toma was then placed in the 
dock and pleaded not guilty. 

On application of Mr. McCroight, 
learned Counsel for defonce, the trial was 
postponed until this morning. 

Wm. Beke, chargod with breaking into 
tho house of Goorge Staples, and steal- 
ing sundry articles therefrom, pleaded 
guilty, stilting that on tho occasion he 
did not know what ho was doing. 

The Court then adjoourned till 10 a.m. 
this morning. 

A Not for Canapa to Crack. — Lon- 
don, April 8— The Times has the follow 
ing: ' No amount of urgument can, we 
should hops, lead sensible people in this 
country to put more money into railroad 
projects iu the Canadiau Dominion; for 
not only is there no traffic iu such rail- 
ways, but supposing there were, their 
owners are exposed to the constant dan 
ger that tho Dominion Government may 
grant a subsidy for a competitive railway 
to run half a mile off. In this way the 
Canadian Southern ha* been built, to the 
ruin of the proprietors of tho Canada 
Great Western. If tho belief iu tho value 
.if schemes such as wo have criticised is 
too profound amongst Canadians, wo eay 
ntfain, let them find the money at home. 
Millions enough havo been presented to 
tho Dominion already by this conntry." 

The Floods. — Wo received n lengthy 
dispatch from Yule last evening concern- 
ing tho floods. No additional informa- 
tion is furnished beyond that given by 
The Colonist on Sunday, beyond the 
fact that tho ruin is moro severe and wido- 
Hpread than at first supposed. The road* 
and bridges have suffored severely, and 
at least $50,000 will be requirod to re- 
pair the damage. This heavy expenditure 
the country can ill afford at tho present 
moment, when the resouroea are already 
rttraiued to their utmost and tho bank 
account of tho Province is on the wrong 
side of the ledger by about 5350,000. 

Comuon Brotherhood. — The example 
net by Groat Britain and the United 
States of America in adjusting interna- 
tional difficulties by peaceful arbitration 
is bearing fruit. To it may bo traced 
tho recent postal congress at Berne, 
Switzerland, at which nineteen nations 
wore represented . A great international 
compact for tlio common good was en- 
tered into, whereby a uniform postage of 
six cents per half ounce was established. 
Groat Britain, United States, f/ormany, 
Austria, Belgium, Italy, Sweden and 
Norway, Russia, Holland, Roumania, 
Servia" Switzerland, Luxembourg, Por- 
tugal and Egypt havo already ratified tho 
compact, and Franco and tho two others 
will doubtless follow. 

Housh Furnishing. — The now patterns 
of Brussels, Tapestry, Kidderminster and 
Felt Carpets, Hearth Rugs to match.

Letter From Alkali Lake. 

HOW STOCK HAS WINTERED- OFF 
FOR CASSIAR. 

Alkali Lakh, B.C.. April 13th, 1875. 

Editor Colonist:— Having passed tho 
wintor in this section of tho mainland, 
and being now about ready to start for 
Cassiar. I hasten to give your many read- 
ers somo information of what tho settlers 
in this dictrict are doing. 

Tho past winter has beonseveroly oold; 
but the quantity of snow has bosn lea*, 
and not so much drifted as the winters 
of 73 and 7±. The atook in this vicinity 
havo wintered well. Commencing at 
China Gulch, 40 milas north of Clinton, 
whero tho Harpers have 300 head of cat 
tie, no loss to mention, At Canoe Creok, 
50 miles north of Clinton, Harper has 
400 head and has not lost moro than ten 
head. At Dog Creok, where the Pioneer 
Mills are situated, tho many farmers to- 
gether have about 700 head, and have not 
lost twenty iu all. At Alkali there will 
bo quite a loss in horned stock; also at 
Chiinnov Creek, and along the wagon- 
road to the 150 mile Post. I ho great loss 
at theso last places is owing to tho very 
lato spring— hay haringgivon out beforo 
any signs of spring with all tho winter's 
snow on the ground. On the west bank 
of the Fraser, opposite Canoo Crook, S. 
L. C. Brown has 400 head of horned 
stock and 120 head of brood msrsa. and 
has not lost ton head. Th« Hnrpors have 
1,200 head of steers on the west bank of 
the Fraser, and will not lose 20 hoad, and 
of this loss ten of them wero driven over 
a precipice by a pack of wolvss in th» 
month of Deoomborand mangled to death. 
All of them, together with two more of 
Brown's, lie in a heap together, a great 
feast for thoir destroyers; but Harper's 
herder, John Montgomery, has poisoned 
at least twenty of the sanio pack of 
wolves. 

Amador Torres loavos here to-day with 
152 head of fat steers that ho purohased 
of S. L. C. Brown for tho Cassiar mines. 
William Welsh and Gualupi start by the 
1st of May, with 150 heaJ of good beef 
steers for tho samo market. Some ten 
miners will accompany theso cattle drov- 
ers and assist iu improving tho trail. 
They all go well armed, and say that if 
the GoTornmont does not givo thom pro- 
tection aga ; nst the Indians at Skeena 
they, ono and oil, are determined to pro- 
tect themselves. Explore*. 



to Metric irfepiplu 
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Arrival from Sitka aud Wrangel. 

The steamship California, Capt, Hayes, 
arrived from Nunuimo last evening at 8 
p. m., bringing no later news from Cas- 
siar. Tho run up from Nanaimo to Fort 
Wraugel wrs made in 2 daya, IS hours 
and 30 minutes— tho qnickaii timo on re- 
cord. From Queen Charlotte Sound to 
Sitka and return to Queon Charlotte 
Sound tho weather was very un«ettl«d 
and quite col 1, with fog, rain and snow. 
The steamer was compelled to lay by 16 
hours on account of snow and log. 
# Residents of Wf»ogel and Sitka complain 
of tho severe weather experienced at both 
thoso places this spring; in fact, there 
has beeu no sign of spring at either place. 
A heavy fall of snow occurred at Sitka 
on the day the California left there, while 
on the 22d, at Wrnngel, 9 indies of snow 
fell. There was no sign of tho i«o in 
Stickeen River giving way when the 
California left, and if the weather holds 
out as oold and eevera as it then was the 
river will not bo open for some time to 
navigation. It was reported that John- 
ston, the mail carrier, who was at Wran 
itel, would very likely start for tho river 
with » mail for tho mines the dny after 
tha California left. No news from th« 
mines. Affairs quiet at Wrnngel and Sitka. 

Tho passengers are a Russian Deacon 
and his family. 

EsQtusf alt Wharf. — Work on this 
wharf is being peshed ahead very rapid- 
ly by Mr. Atkins, the contractor. As 
high as 26 piles have been driven and 
capped in a single day. Tho pils driver 
is tho most powerful on the Paciflo,being 
worked with double engines. The piles 
of tho old wharf wero extracted by steam 
oower in two days. Mr. Atkins expected 
lo complete tho work in about tea dkys.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES- 

Eastern States- 

New York, April 24. — Tho directors of 
the Northern Pacific R. R. accepted Pre- 
sident Cass, resignation yesterday, and 
elebted as his successor, Charles B. 
Wright of Philadelphia. Wright was 
for four years director of tho Northern 
Paoiflo R.R.snd ohairman of the Finance 
Committeo. He announces a progressive 
policy, and says that the work gi con- 
struction can, and will be soon roBumod. 

A settlement of the question in regard 
to freight and passenger fares ponding 
between the Pacific Mail S. S. Co. and 
Panama Railroad Co. was agreed on yos- 
torday by a now contraot. It is agreed on 
tho part of tho Pooifio Mail Co. to guar- 
antee to tho Pansma Road 40,000 tons 
por month of through froight, which is 
an increase of about 5,800 tons ovor the 
amount receivod by the road last year. 
It is also agreod that the road shall have 
the same number of passengers guaran- 
teed to it as it had last year, during which 
time fares amounted to about $100,000. 
By another clause in tho lontraot the 
Railroad is to have one-third of the 
froight received from tho Panama trade, 
which has developed largely during tho 
Inst few years; the Road's share of which 
will be about $100,000. Tho Steamship 
Co. have further agreed that all coal sent 
from New York to Panama, to bo uied by 
their vessels, shall bo sent by tho railroad 
snd paid for at tho rate of 85 25 per ton. 
Tho local rates for South Amorican and 
Central Amorican are to bo provided as 
before. Tho contract will bo temporary 
in its chnraoter, and subjoct to change or 
abrogation by oither party upon 30 days' 
notice. 

New York, April 24. — No California 
mail has arrived heio sinco tho tenth, nor 
can wo ascortsin that tho daily mails are 
moving either way.

Tho Esquimau aud Nanaimo Rail- 
way. 

[Trom lit* Ulobe.] 

The fact may be overlooked by some 
persons who aro disposed to assail the 
undertaking to construct a railway 
from Esquitnalt to Nanaimo, that in so 
doing we ha^o substituted a short aDd 
comparatively easily accomplished en- 
terprise for a liuo not only of much 
greater length but also attended with 
some of tho most gigantic obstacles 
that could tax the skill of tho enginoor 
and tho resources of the country. We 
know what was tho intention of the 
bargain, or agreement, in fact, of the 
lato Government. Thoy had fixed on 
Esquimalt as tho terminus of the Can- 
adiau Pacific; the road so far as the 
surveys hud ascertained it to be prac- 
ticable, was to reach the waters of 
the Pacific ocean at Waddingtou Har- 
bour, on Buto Inlet, thou to travorso 
the coast of tho mainland to Seymour 
Narrows, thou by a series of bridges to 
cross tho strait to Vancouver Island, 
and finally to traverse tho whole length 
of tho Island from tho Narrows at 
tho north to Esquimalt, at its south- 
ern extremity, a distance of 140 
miles. 

As a substitute for all this tho new 
terms with British Columbia only make 
a line of from 60 to 70 miles in length 
obligatory upon tho Government of 
Canada. That line will run near tho 
coast; and, therefore, be very aoeossi- 
ble for supplies and material during 
its progress. A considerable portion 
will bo easy of construction, although 
in somo places tho ground is rocky and 
likely to cause a pretty large propor- 
tionate outlay. In a commercial sotiHo 
there can be no doubt that it will in 
timo beco'mo a most important auxili- 
ary to tho general progress of tho 
country, wUile for military reasons it 
will also prove of advantage, na vessels 
from the mainland will be ablo to 
roach Nanaimo without passing under 
tho guns of any batteries that might 
bo planted on nny of the many islands 
forming the Han Juan Archipelago, which 
tho lato arbitration placed in tho posses- 
sion of tho Unitod States. 

Tho extent of tho pecuniary saving to 
thu Dominion by tho substitution of tho 
proposed independent line for acontinua- 
tiou of tho original Paoiflo Road from 
Buto Inlet to Esquimalt will bo enormous. 
In tho first pliioo, from Waddingtou 
Harbour to tho point of crossing at th 
Narrows, the distance would bo about 50 



miles. Describing this portion of tin 
road, tho engineer in charge of Iho sur- 
veys in that section, Mr. M. Smith, 
says: — 

"The wholo of this route is in tho rocky 
slopes of high mountains, very irregulai 
and broken. Sometimoa tho slopes an 
easy and covered with timber: i flon they 
are steep and rugged bare rock; with 
granito cliffs sovoral hundred foot in 
lieicht, close to tho water which is every 
whore of great depth, with undulating 
grades, and curves as sharp as 900 foot 
radius. Tho works on this portion will 
bo excessively heavy. There will bo a 
Urge quantity of rook excavation, chiefly 
grauite, and a great number of tunnel* 
from 100 foot to 3,000 feot in length, 
amounting in tho aggregato to about 
eight miles, which, however, oould be 
reduced by using still sharper curves." 

An engineer does not ordinarily exag- 
gerate dittieulties, and a glance at the 
foregoing description gives an idea of 
the natuio of that 50 miles of road, which, 
happily, Canada is now rolieved from tho 
nocoisity of building. 

But the labour is not considerably 
less when the Narrows aro reached. Mr. 
Marcus Smith goes onto say: — 

"From this point on the mainland to 
tho west shoro of tho Narrows on Van- 
couver's Island tho lino crosses by Stow- 
urt.Valdes and Maude Islands in a rather 
circuitous course to avoid high rocky 
hills. Tho distance is about twenty miles, 
and thoro aro six intervening channols of 
great depth through which tho tide flows 
at tho rate of four to nine knots an hour. 
Tho following tablo shows the breadth of 
those channols on tho lino surveyod and 
tho probable bridging required:— " 

Arran Rapids, breadth, 1,137 feet; 
bridging, 1,100 feot. 

Garden channel, 1,397 feot; bridging, 
No. 1,1,350. 

Ditto No. 2, 1,230 feot; bridging 1,140 
feet. 

Ditte No. 3, 704 foot; bridging C40 
feot. 

Middle channel, between Valdes Is- 
lands, 1,190 feet, bridging 1,100 feot. 

Seymour Narrows, with rook near cen- 
tre covered with oightonn feet of water at 
low tide, 2,575 feot, bridging 1,200 and 
1,350 feet." 

Tne report goes onto say: — '"Tho rock 
excavations iu crossing these islands will 
bo hoavy, with a few short tunnels. Al- 
together the works on this section will 
be of a most formidable character." Aud 
wheu all this had been accomplished 
there would remain no less than a hun- 
dred miles of road upon Vancouver's Is- 
land beforo Nanaimo was reached, the 
point at which tho line that is to be con- 
structed begins. The country will be 
well Batibhed with an arrangement which 
relieve* it of so hugo a burden as the 
construction of the road on tho original 
plan would necossarily havo involved. 

The Indian Question. 

Referring to a lecture delivered by 
the Rev. Mr. Good, on the Indians 
of British Columbia, the Toronto 
"Globe" says: 

"We aro sorry to hoar from Mr. 
Good that the Province is in danger 
of btintr fatally injured by the short- 
sighted selfishness and absolute injus- 
tice with which, he says, the Indians 
are being treated. Certain reserves 
ware made for thorn during the time 
of Sir James Douglas — not in order to 
keep them either iu pupilage or pau- 
perism, or to prevent iudividualspush- 
nig their way in the world and acquir- 
ing property for the. '.selves, but hh a 
guarantee, not to be alienated, against 
absolute want iu any case. That pol- 
icy has been changed, the reservations 
resumed, cut down, and dispose. 1 of to 
a greater or less exteut, without the 
Indians having been consulted or com- 
pensated in any way or other. Faith 
has not been kept by the British Col- 
umbia Government, and as a conse- 
quence tho word of the British au- 
thorities iu those regions i:-, no longer 
looked upon as a sacred thing. From 
not a few instances t;iveu by Mr. 
Good of high handed injustice and 
absolute spoliation under forms of au- 
thority, wo don't wonder at the 
change. That it should be so is a 
mat'.er of infinite regret, aud our Do- 
minion authorities are bound to use 
all their influence with British Col- 
umbia to prevent Canada's fair fame 
for just dealing with the Indians 
being tarnished, and the pledged 
word of tho Queen, through her au- 
thorized servants, being deprived of 
credit and reliability. 

A comparatively small amount of 
money and land would, uuder wise 
aud judicious management, settle per- 
manently the wholo Indian difficulty 
in British Columbia. It is surely 
worth while to make tho trial. Hither- 
to tho British in Canada, whatever 
may havo been the case elsewhere, 
have kept most sacredly their engage- 
ments with tho aboriginal tribes, and 
have treated thom fairly and honour- 
ably. It would bo in tho last degree 
to be regretted if now any tribe or any 
individual in British Columbia could 
say with justice, "I truBted to the 
pledged word and the boasted fair 
play of Britons, and I have been do 
ceivod and wronged." At all haz- 
ards and at whatever expense, local 
cupidity and individual selfishness 
must not be allowed to lower tho 
charactor of our country for uuiui- 
peachablo honour in all its dealings, 
and for that wise impartiality which 
givos no undue privileges to any one 
colour or ono class, but practically, as 
well as iu theory, has ono rulo for all, 
affording equal protection and equal 
justice to tho poorest and most ignor- 
ant redskin among tho valleys of Bri- 
tish Columbia as to tho wealthiest 
oitizen of tho purest Caucasian rnco

Tho Viceroy says tho 
measure is based, independently of 
the recent trial of Guiakwar, upon his 
notorious misconduct and gross mis- 
go /eminent and incapacity; further- 
more, that the restoration* of Guiak- 
war would ho detrimental to tho in- 
terests of Baroda. Tho Viceroy will 
select a member of another branch of 
Guiakwar's family to reigu.
